the prospect of largely increasing de­ 
liveries. 
No 
improvement 
worth 
speaking of seems to have been made 
In the quality of armor, but in guns, 
powder and projectiles each have made 
a decided advance, rendering it 
the more necessary that there should 
be improvement in the quality of ar­ 
mor, but none seems to be in sight. 
With the exception of ignition and 
shell powder no black or other 
than 
smokeless 
powder have 
been 
pur­ 
chased or manufactured for the navy 
since the Spanish-Amerb an war. 
One of the most interesting events 
during the year in connection 
with 
projectile development is a new type of 
shell, combining the advantages of ar­ 
mor piercing with a common shell. 
A 
number of shells of this description 
have been ordered and the first three 
lots successfully passed requirements. 
These shells ard fitted with a soft cap. 
A novel device tried during the year 
was a • tracer" which renders the shell 
visible during the night to the gun­ 
ner. but invisible to persons at the 
target, this being accomplished by the 
insertion of a burning composition in 
the base of the shell.
